Program Activities:

The Foundation's program is the delivery of mental health services primarily to those in the greatest need - those who
are in crises and either cannot afford services/therapy or do not qualify for the existing programs.
We plan on having volunteer or paid licensed psychotherapists and related professions meeting one-on-one with people
at their residence or in our Foundation office, doing consultations, assessments, crises intervention and psychotherapy
when needed.

Currently there is no one-on-one therapy or one-on-one continuing care for the low income population. There also are
no services that meet with people where they live and do assessments and referrals on the spot.
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We plan on being a first responder not for 911 emergencies, but for people and families that need help right away and
either cannot or will not go to a regular program or clinic. This would help fill a significant gap in the mental health
service delivery, and hopefully save lives.

Approximately 40% of total Foundation resources will be devoted to these activities. These activities will be conducted
by volunteer participants, including Stephen B. Walker, almost always in their place of residence or in the offices of
Stephen B. Walker. These activities further the objectives of the Foundation by providing appropriate direction,
standards and community contacts to implement the mission of the Foundation.

Communication of Foundation's Services and Activities

The Foundation will position itself as a trusted source for on-the-spot mental health crisis intervention providing
assessment, information and referral to families in need.

Promotion efforts will include:

1. Create awareness of the Foundation and the scope of its services by contacting public and private service
agencies, hot lines, cultural and religious leaders.

2. Establish a Web presence for the Foundation.
3. Capitalize on speaking and networking opportunities to increase the visibility and success of the Foundation.
4. Utilize results tracking system to showcase the needs met and successes of the Foundation's intervention.

Approximately 20% of total Foundation resources will be devoted to these activities. These activities will be conducted
by volunteer participants, including Stephen B. Walker, almost always in their place of residence or in the offices of
Stephen B. Walker.

1.01 Name. The name of the Foundation is the MIDDLEWAY HEALTH FOUNDATIONS, INC. (the
Foundation), a California nonprofit public benefit corporation organized for public purposes.
